ORDINANCE

B T e e o i e T S e e e
(NO. 91)

AN ORDINANCE—Providing for the
grading, ourbing and paving of that
part of Main street which lies be-
tween the emst end of the bridge
aoross Sandy Lick Creek, on the West,
and the onst side of Seyenth street,
nonr the Presbyterian church, on
the East,

WhHneEREAS, A large number of per-
sons owning real proparty abutting upon
that part of Main strect, in the Borough
of Reynoldsville, which lies between the
enst end of the bridge noross Sandy
Lick creck, on the West, and the east
sido of Sevonth street, near the Presby-
terian church, on the East, have pres
seatod to the Town Council a writton
rmp.mllmu to the effect that If the
Jorough of Reynoldsville will cause
said part of Maio streot to be graded,
curbed and paved with paving brick,
during the present year, they, the sald
property owners will pay one-third part
of the cost of such grading, curbing and
paving In front of their respoctive
properties, the Borough of Reynolds.
ville to pay the roemaining one-third
part of such cost,

Now, THEREFORE, Be It ordained
and ennoted by the Town Counell of the
Borough of Reynoldsville, Pa., and It is
hereby ordalned and enaeted by authori-
ty of the same :

1. That the above mentioned propo-
sitlon of property owners be and the
same is hereby accepted.

2, That part of Main street which is
desigosted above shall, during the
present year, bo graded, curbed and
paved with paviog brick, lo accordance
with the plaos and specifications pre-
pared by James B. Caldwell, Esq.,
whioh are herehy approved, are herelo
attached and made s part of this ordi-
nance. The above mentioned property
owners shall pay that part of the cost
of such grading, curblng and paving
which they bave, In sald proposition,
agreed to pay and the remainder of
such cost shall be borne by the Borough
of Reynoldsville.

3. The President and Secretary of
Councll are hereby directed to adver-
tise in one or more newspapers publish-
ed in the Borough of Reynoldsville, and
by hand bills, for blds or preposals for
the grading, curblog and paviog of sald
part of Main street in accordance with
the provisions of this ordinance and the
plans and specifications hereto sttached.
All bids to be for the completed work,
wncludiog ail materials, and to be ac-
companied with samples of the brick
proposed to be used by the bidder. The
Counoll reserves the right to reject any
or sll bids.

4. The bids to be made shall be for
the completed work by the square yard,
measurements to be from the inside of
bath curbs, Sald bids shall be sealed
and be filed with the Secretary of
Counell not later than six o'clock p. m.
on Monday, the lst day of June, A. D,
1604,

5. The successful bidder will be re-
quired to enter into & contract o wpit-
ing to perform the sald work and furnish
the muterials therefore, in sccordance
with the provisions of this ordinance
aod the plans and speoifications hereto
attached. ‘The sald contract shall pro-
vide for the commencement of the work
on or before the 10th day of June, A.
D., 1404, and the fiosl complotion there-
of on or hefore the 15th day October,
A. D, 1604, The sucoessful bidder will
also bo required to file with the Secre-
tary of Councll, within forty-elght
hours after the secoptance of his bid, a
bond with suretles to be approved b
the Counell, In the sum of ten thousan
dollars, conditioned (1) for the faithful
performance of the work within the
tlme sbove mentioned sod in sooord-
ance with the plans sod l‘wiﬁullhlw
nad (2) for the ment 1o Borough
of Reynoldsville of nny snd sll sums
which may be recovered against it by
mwmmuusdw
} or negligenoe on of sald con~
Araotor or any of hls agents, servants or

omployees, togethor with all fees, costs
and expenses incurred by sald Borough
in defonso of any aud all suits or netlons
brought ngainst it on account ar by
reason of such ciwrolossnesaor neglligonea,

6. The successiul bldder will also bo

required to Tar h, within five days
from the dato of the sccoptance of his
bid, a written ngrecment on part of the
manufacturcer of tho brick to be used in
said paving warranting all of the brick
to be used In sald paving to be oqusl in
all respects to the samples submitted
to the Council and waernnting that said
brick will, If lald in sccordance with
the plans and =pecifications, withstand
all vhe ordinnry und usunl exigoncles of
teavel upon salid gtroot for A period of
five years from the dauy of the com-
pletion of the work. The sald sgroe-
moent shall alao contaln a stipulation to
the eMect that sald masufactarer will
replace, ot uny timoe g oenld poriod
ol fivo yenrs, ¥ oLl y tha Counell,
all by ick wh shall not withstand the
ordipary and usual travel on sald street
or which may disintograte or break up
on account of heat, cold moisture or de-
fective or impropor material in or work
upon the brick themselves,
%. I the guccessTul bldder shall fall,
nogloct or refuse to sign thoe contract,
flle the bond and pgreemont montioned
In sections & and 4 of this ordinnnce,
his bid shall be vejocted and the Counetl
shall be at Hberty to advertizo for now
bids or, at its option, to accopt the next
lowest bid filed by the parson who shall
comply with the sald provisions of this
ordinance.

8. All ordinunces or parts of ordl-
nances o conlllet herewith be and the
same are hereby ropealed.
